Summary of Hews from the Far Cast. 


THIRD CHINA WAR. 
Guir or PecEtt, June 24th. 

_. (FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) . 

We have just arrived here, after a most tedious passage from 
Hong Kong. About half way the north-east monsoou—which 
seems to have had a mest remarkable antipathy to the Allied 
forces—commenced to blow with such strength that we could 
make no headway, encumbered as we were with two large. sail- 
ing vessels and a gun-boat in tow. We therefore took refuge 
in-Lam-yet Bay, and whilst there I was enabled to jot the fol- 
lowing remarks upon it:—It is skirted by a sandy beach, 
which rises in irregular masses, hills apparently composed of 
jarge, loosely-connected boulders of dark grey stratified rock— 
not, however, exceeding in height 250 feet, and at places the 
shore rising but a few feet for many miles inland. From the 
shallowness of the water we were unable to approach within 
two miles and a-half of the shore. This peculiarity seems to 
extend along the whole coast of China, and I am informed that 
at the Gulf of Pecheeli (where we are now anchored) the 
water is so shallow that, at those seasons of the year when 
northerly winds prevail, it is little better than a mud 
flat, where vessels of any tonnage are unable to 
find sufficient water. The continuance of the north-cast 
monsoon until the present time has no doubt had an influence 
upon the movements of the fleet, and the delays which have 
occurred are perhaps more to be attributed to a judicious fore- 
sight than to red-tape influence, That such will be the published 
reason, Ido not doubt, but I shall accept it with a certain 
mental reservation, not doubting but that some of our former 
British admirals, such as Nelson, Howe, St. Vincent, and a few 
other notable impetuosities would have looked with- “the .blind 
eye” at such obstacles, Be oe 
To return to Lam-yet Bay, haviug described the natural fea- 
tures, I may add that by the help of a powerful glass we were 
enabled to distinguish some marks of humanity, though so far 
different from that which a telescope would have discovered on 
an English shore, as perhaps almost to justify an opinion that 
they were caused by the partial settlement of migratory tribes. 
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There were wanting those signs of cultivation which so dis- 
tinctly mark the approaches of a coast inhabited, as I was given 
to understand, by the most industrious race of the East; we saw 
indeed green patches of verdure, but beyond ‘that and a few 
huts hardly worthy to be compared with an English barn, there 
seemed to be desolation as primitive as the rocks which were 
washed by the slightly breaking water. It required remem- 
brance of the Rhenish vineyards to fully estimate the labour 
which had taken advantage of cach partially levelled space to 
transform them into the lines of emerald green, which, crossing 
the sides of the hills, rovealed the hand of man, Around our 
ship occasionally passed shoals of fish, and the numerous 
stakes driven into the mud flat, and visible as forming a con- 
tinuous line along the coast, showed how much the inhabitants 
of this inhospitable region depended for support on the fish 
which abound on this coast and furnish almost all the animal 
food consumed by them. : 

With this exception I have nothing to send you, for the 
mail is leaving only two hours after our arrival and I have only 
time to cast a hasty glance around the bay where at least fifty 
vessela are waiting the arrival of Lord Elgin. We have no 
news from Hong Kong, and are, therefore, rather behind hand 
with you, who will have heard by the last mail from there the 
really important information,—when we left he had not, though 
hourly expected, arrived, and we are, therefore, in tatu quo. By 
the next I hope to be ablo to afford you some really valuable 
news, as by that time we shall have heard something definite I 
presume about future operations. We are now only at rendes- 
yous, and, of course, our ulterior destination has not been 
published. 

Ta-uen Bas, 24th June. 


Another correspondent reports arrival at this place. Admiral 
Jones was there, with over 100 craft of various descriptions. 
Admiral Hope left Shanghai on the 20th, and was hourly 
expected, as also Sir Hope Grant. The villagers are shy, and 
indeed have mostly gone in the interior. Junks cannot be 
hired, the crews all decamp. “Tho land around is bold, hilly, 
and looks very barren, with few villages, and those very small, 
One large mountain—‘ Sampson Peak,’ rises to the height of 
2,213 fect, and is useful, in clear weather, a8 a guide for ships 
making the land. The bay itsclf is a noble sheet of water, and 
tolerably well protected ; it is ten miles deep, running north 
and south, and is not in the Korea, as Horsburgh makes it, but 
in the aucient province of Liau-tung, from whence came the 
Manchu dynasty which at present rules China, Its entrance is 
protected by the San-shan-tau Islands, which rise to about 500 
feet ; and from the larger bays, there branches off smaller bays, 
in one of which the greater part of the fleet is lying. The 
centre of the mouth of the bay is in latitude 38.52.54 N,, and 
longitude 121:48°48 E. ; it is about twelve miles to the west- 
ward of the place assigned it in tho Admiralty charts.” 

Cuvsay, June 20. 


The forces collected here have sailed for the Gulf of Pechelli 
in the Imperieuse, Pearl, Scout, Adventure, &e. The Marines 
embarked on board the Pearl and Scout; the Engineers, Artil- 
tillery, and horses, on board the Adventure ; the 67th were on 
board the Cressy and Tasmania, never having landed, while the 
99th, with the excoption‘of three companies, left behind until 
the Sikhs, who are to take their place, shall arrive, were distri- 
buted between the Jmpericuse and the transport Mars, every 
hundred men taking ten of the Coolie corps with them. 

The town is to be given up as far as we are concerned shortly. 
The Marine barracks are to be put in repair. A magazine and 
treasury has been constructed on Joss hill, and the various 
weapons of war surrendered by the Chinese have been removed 
to it. Four Canton braves were beheaded on the morning of 
the 8th at the North Gate The execution was attended by 
several military officers, After seven blows one head was 
severed from the body. The executioner, on the completion of 
his bloody task, yelled with triumphant joy. The local prison, 
a veritable chamber of horrors, is now hardly less attractive than 
the Baker-street museum, or Mrs. Jarley’s fauiois Wax-work 
show. The prisoners, wretched and dirty, crouch in heavy irons, 
and before their eyes is the tcha, the cage, and the bamboo, 
The troops are less healthy than they were, but one case only 
has proved fatal. Ophthalmia is very prevalent. 1+ is the old 
story, and its propagation puzzles the doctors. Chin-ti, the 
chief military Mandarin, has given a dinner to some of his Eng- 
lish friends. The dinner consisted of twenty-seven courses, and 
there was champagne to the mast head.

. The Nor:h China Herald, of 23rd June, has the following in- 
connection with the expedition. H.MS. Coromandel (tender to- 
the flag-ship), chartered steamer Granada, and H.IRM. gun 
boat Djighit, arrived on Saturday last, whilst we were preparing 
for the press, The Coromandel, with Vice-Admiral James Hope,: 
C.B, on board, left again on Wednesday morning, to join the 
Inflexible at the Amherst Rocks, in which ship he will hoist 
his flag and proceed to the rendezvous at Ta-lien-Hwan, Gulf of 
Pecheli, The Granada, which also arrived on Suturday, left yes 
terday morning for the same destination, having on board Lieut-. 
gen. Sir H. Grant, commander-in-chief, and suite. 

The Members of the Russian Legation who arrived by the . 
Djighit ore—General Ignatieff, of the suite of his Majesty the- 
Emperor of Russia and his Envoy Extraordinary in China; 
‘Aide-de-Camp, Captain of the guards, Balluseck ; Chinese Se— 
cretary, Mr. Tatarinoff; Secretary of Legation, Mr. Wolf ;. 
Attaché Capitaine en second of the guards, Seifart. The- 
Squadron is commanded by J. Tchikhatchof, Capitaine de 
Vaisseau. There now remain in port, of H.M. Ships, the Furious, 
fitted for the accommodation of the British Envoy and Suite 
The Cruiser, to take up the next mail to the Gulf, the Roebuck 
the one following; the gunboat, Resrel, to.convey the next 
mail to Chusan, and the Nimrod, to remain here for the present, 
‘Also the Octavia (15 W.) and Thunder (15 R.) transporte. Of 
the French forces there are in port and at ‘Woosung—Alon 
Prah, Dragonne, Du Chayla, Forte (in dock), Hongkong, Kien-chau, 
Loire, Marne, Meurthe, Mitraille, Progent, Renommés, Sabne, and 
Vengeance, In addition to the above, there are H.ILRM.S. 
Dyighit, Japanese, Sveliana, and Pasanadic, and USS. Hartford 
and Saginaw, The force on shore for the protection of the 
city and settlement remains a8 before. A fleet of upwards of 
200 Chinese boats, large and small, which had collected together 
off the city, being viewed with suspicion by the authorities 
they requested the foreign consuls to assist in examining, 
them, and on Tuesday last, they were ordered to proceed down 
the river. They passed the settlement displaying various flags, 
and firing guns, proceeded to Woosung, where some were over> 
hauled by the French Naval Authorities, They then stood out 
and were lost sight of, it not- being ace hagiet if they went 
northwards up the Yang-tze, or southw: K é 

NIMS. Forte, of 60 guns, was hauled into the Old Dock. It 
was very dark and foggy, but the operation was successfully 
performed without the least damage or difficulty, a circumstance 
reflecting great credit on all those engaged in the work. The 
entrance and blocks carried 17 fect 3 inches, great labour and 
expense: having been incurred in deepening it, This event is 
important as tnarking the progress of Shanghai. 

A meeting of Land-renters had been held, at which Mr. Con- 
sul T. T. Meadows said :-— ‘ . 

«© With reference to the barriers to be erected, be had received a communi~ 
cation from the district magistrate stating that certain leading Chinese in the 
settlement had presented a petition setting forth their desire to establish what 
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be (the consul) would shortly describe asa p:lice-tntion with n police force 
or seporate armed body of Chinese under the control of Chinese only. ‘To 
thishe had returned a decided negative, and had requested the magistrate to 
direct the proporers of the scheme at once to desist."§ ‘ 

The North China Herald, on this, takes occasion to make the 
following comments :— 

“ Mr, Meadows is regarded by sme, who have not attended to all he has 
said, as on extremely ardent partisan of the Tuepings. This is, however, a 
mistake. It has been induced, not unnaterully, perhaps, by his stendy de- 
fence of their position, rights and conduct, But the real objet of that 
defence has always been to prevent interference with the internal aff.irs of 
this country, in the only shape m which interfer. nee |as hitherto threstened 
to take place, viz, as an attack on the Teepings. In one or two places in 
his work on Chinese rebel ions, he does, indved, express a qualified desire 
fer their ul-imate success, But his avowed reason for thie is but another 
proof of his true posi:ion ; whic! wt that of an ardent admirer, still less 
of ahater of either cf the par ies stra.gling for power, but that of a fiend 
of the Chinese nation, In the adoption aud publication by the Taepings of 
a foreign missionary translati n of the Christian Bible, he saw @ hope, if they 
should establish themselves in p wer, of am a-similation of national funda 
mental beliefs and of a consequent g owth in our relations with the Chinese, 
@f & spirit of friendliness ond, ab ve a'l, of justice, rendering possible a 
peaceable extension of free inter. ourse and of comme cial privileges.” 

It is reported that the U.S. frigate J/artford arrived at 
Shanghai, but left almost immediateiy to avoid, it is said, the 
responsibilify of protecting American citizeus which they could 
not properly do. ! 














PROGRFSS GF THE REBELLION. 
There is no news that indicates positively any change in | 
rebel affairs. ‘I'he presence of the Tac-pings in Soochow is put | 
beyond doubt by a visit of some missionaries, They were well | 
received, Chin-kiang is stated to be still in tho hands of the | 
Imperialists, and the rebels are said to be excluded, not by the 
Goverament, but the people, from some other places along the 
canah . Long-haired men have however been scen as near Shan- 
ghai as Tai-tsang, and the whole country south of the latter to 
within a few miles of the former city has been disturbed by ; 
outlaws whom, whatever their denominations, there are neither 
troops nor civil power to keep in check. At the other end of 
the canal, at and in the neighbourhood of Hangchow, govern- 
ment is evidently stronger. Chang Yub-liang, the ouly Im- 
perialist general of note who has survived the Nanking disaster, 
is said to have collected a force in that ncighbourhvod. Kia- 
hing is notwithstanding still in the hands of the rebels. Ho 
Kwei-tsing has been degraded, and is to go to Peking a prisoner. 
He is succeeded as governor-gencral of the Kiang provinces by 
Tsang Kwoh-fun who is supposed to be, also with a force, at 
some place west of Hangchow; and as Imperial Commissioner 
for the superintendence of trade by Sich Hwan, formerly asso- 
ciated with IIo, as assistant commissioner. Alarms in this 
neighbourhood induced the Allied commanders to detach strong 
parties of their force to places some miles inland, and it is pro- 
babiy owing to this that Kia-ting (Kading) is quiet again. We 
understand that these posts will be all called in on the 30th.

A correspondent of the China Muil, under date 30th June, 
writes :— 

The Dragon-boats have been exhibiting lately, and on the 
22nd their celebrated day came off in a race between some 
Canton lorchamer and a party of Chinclew sailors. Somehow 
or other the boats of the two parties came to a cullision in 
midriver, which led to squabbling and fighting. This scene of 
turmoil continued occasionally through Saturday the 23rd, re- 
sulting in the Chinchew people breaking the heads of some of 
the Cantonese, which, of course, the latter resented. During 
the 23rd and 24th the injurcd party determined to take veu- 
geance, and having (we presume) numerous connections among 
the pirate lorchas outside and the West Coast fry, telegraphs 
were issued to them to come up the river fortiwith to 
the reseue of their countrymen the Canton boutmen. During 
the early part of Monday the 25th, from ninetcen to twenty 
lorchas, manned and armed, arrived and anchored in battle 
array in the middle of the stream, just below the great bridge, 
with cannons primed, warlike streamers flying, and perched on 
mainmasts those what-do-yo-cali-em pots. Notice had becu 
given early iu the morning that the Cantuncse were bent on a 
pitched battle. All this looked like it, and the natives too 
began to think that it aleo looked so, At one o'clock in the 








afternoon they realised their worst fears, for off went the 
lorcha guns, boom-boom-oom. The shot fell recklessly at first, 





the river, battering houses down, and bruising, they say killing, 
many of the peaceable inhabitants. 

During all this while the Chinchew natives—against whom, 
it was alleged by the Cantonese, this stroke of vengeance was 
meant—scemed to be quiet ; but they acted quietly in kidnap- 
ping Canton passengers, maiming them, and robbing then. 
Tuesday and Wednesday, threatencd attacks were rumoured, au@ 
capturing of Cautoncse went on, so that no Canton servant dared 
to walk through the street or across the bridge; and then frour 
the terror inspired by the Canton lorchamen, shops all in the 
neighbourhood were closed, no busincss done, families and 
valuables were removed, and the most strict watch kept every- 
where. Fortunately this state of uncasiness in the public 
has now nearly subsided ; but at onc time it looked rather dis- 
tressing. 

During all this, what did the Mandarins do? The Prefect 
and others came down to Middle Island, and held a confercuce 
for one or two days, ‘They applied.to the Foreign Consuls for 
aid, but were told that foreign powers could ouly interfere when 
cither party molested or injured a foreigner or his property. 
They confessed themselves afraid of those Canton lochamen, &c., 
and in proof thereof, on ‘Tuesday after, bolted right iuto the 
city, leaving Middle Island deserted, and of course increasing the 
panic among the people, who at ouce left the locality im 
crowds, 

During all this, what did Forcin Consuls do? They 1 
their meetings and their confabs ; but the long and the 
was the American man-of-war John Adams had her men brought 
up, some eighty of them, ready for avy emergency.

For it 
appears very strange that nincteen or twenty armed lorchrs 
should be hanging about the mouth of the river, to prepare for 
any contingency like that named in the Mandarin’s notice, aw 
“a war of words in a race for dragon boats.” 

The greater probability is the affair has been concerted, and 
the plot has been to revive the quarrel, which occurred between 
the same parties exactly this time last year. They know weil 
the weakness and timidity of the local authorities, and that 
they are powerless with all their parade of a Tartar general and 
a Tartar garrison. We believe that, but for the apprehensioa 
of getting themselves embroiled with forcigners, these Canton 
lorchameu would have proceeded further than they have done, 
and not quietly laid down their arms as they secm to do for the 
present.

, A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on Monday, 
June 2ud, pursuant to notice. The subjects submitted for dis- 
1 were two ordinanecs—one, an ordinance to establish a 
ne court of ingu in. Hong Kong, about which we shall 
have su;mething to say in next issue; and the other to procure 
and regulate a supply of water for the city of Victoria. The 
Governor stated that arrangements had been made for the carry- 
ing out of Mr. Raw plans, and that the ordinance appro- 
priated £30,000 to defray the ses of the works. The re- 
port of the committee which approved of Mr. Rawling’s plans, 
liad estimated t'12 cost at £25,000, and Mr. Cleverly had esti- 
mated it at £23,000, but it was desirable to provide for con- 
tingencies. A rate of two per cent. would be levied, after the 
water was brought into the colony, to provide for the annual 
expenses of the works, which were estimated at £1,200. This 
rate would bring in between £2,000 to £3,000, but the Gover- 
nor said that the surplus would be bare interest for the original 
out, ‘The Ordinance empowered the Governor to raise a loan 
i ite, but he remarked that there would be no necessity 
to resort to such a measure, as the revenue of the colony was 
ina tausd satisfactory state—that the expenditure for this year 
uot amount tomore than £75,000, while it was estimated 
0,000; while, on the other hand, the income would be 
ich in excess of that estimated.

Soo-chow is 
only about eighty miles from Shanghai, which latter is little 
more than its dependency. 

Such an anomaly as the solicitation of the authorities ad- 
dressed to au invading force to take possession of a large sea- 
port, is perhaps without a parallel even in the incongruous dis- 
jointed records of foreign rclations with China—and certainly 
if common sense and a sound judgment of probabilities are 
to be the guiding clements in prognosticating events, the circum- 
stance can be made available to place the negotiations of the 
allied plenipotentiaries on a basis which must lead to a speedy 
and satisfactory solution of existing difficulties. That the in- 
surgents possess resources is abundantly clear—that they have 
administrative capacity and a fixed polity there can no longer 
be any doubt about—and that their movemeuts have been ac- 
celerated and devised from the contemplated Anglo-French 
attack on the Peiho, hardly admits of an argument. The effect 
of the movement of the allied powers on Peking will therefore 
clearly be to abandon the valley of Yangtze to the rebels— 
whilst the success of the allicd arms at the North must inevit- 
ably destroy the present dynasty. 

On the other hand, the knowledge of the Allicd Powers 
eschewing all sympathy and connection with the Nankin insu- 
gents, should, and probobly will, tend to induce the Peking 
cabinet to listen to wise councils and meet conciliatory diplo- 
matic advances in a proper spirit. The difficulty consists in 
satisfaction for the Tuku attack, which, whilst it reflects dis- 
grace on the allied arms, has elevated the ardour of the war 
party at Peking to an extent which may form @ stumbling block 
to future relations, and render all concessions nugatory. The 
serpentine Peiho river is known to be fortified to such an extent 
as to make an attack upon its faco out of the question. 

There is, therefore, a hope that this disastrous war may be 
brought to an amicable adjustment. In so far as England is 
concerned, its origin reflects dishonour on her name—its pro- 
gress discredit to her diplomacy—and, whilst the anarchy it 
creates destroys her import trade, her commerce is saddled 
with the expenses of the enemy, her exchequer drained by her 
own. 

The following description of the acts of the Imperial Go- 
yernment in connection with the rebels has been published :— 
“ Crossing the bridge, we saw a number of boats of all sizes, in 
which were iwhole families of refugees from Suchao and the 
vicinity. They don't seem on the whole to be badly off, except 
in the matter of exposure to the weather. But should the 
state of their native places compel them to stay here for: any 
timo, we may look out for no little misery, On the middle pier 
of this bridge hangs an awful memento for the edification of 
the passers by, The loving Government of China not only 
punishes but warns. Twenty-five human heads, but newly 
severed from the bodies, grace a stone pillar. Some are rudely 
suspended by the tail; some are placed in baskets. The exe- 
cutioner has evidently done his office in a clumsy manner, and, 
in not a few instances, the work must have been finished by 
the assistant’s knife. ‘The Chinamen seemed to regard the 
sight with feclings akin to satisfaction, They crowded around 
us to see what we were going to do; but, unless commiseration 
can be expressed by hearty laughter, there was none in their 
hearts for their ill-fated country.” 


CANTON. 


The rebels appear to have dispersed into the interior. A 
mandarin force has arrived, which, it is believed, are intended 
to act against the Allies, if an opportunity offers. 





PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

The weather has been very boisterous during the last week, 
but now appears to be clearing up. . 

It was reported here that Spain is in a state of revolu- 
tion, and the critical state of affuirs in Europe has given rise 
to a good deal of speculation, and which has at length appa- 
rently scttled down into the belief entertained by all. good 
Catholics, both churchmen and laity, that England will in the 
end terminate all questions by adopting o policy utterly at 
variance with that of the present Great Influencer of affairs, 
and, in union with the Great Catholic Powers, take up the 
cause and fight the battle of the Pontiff King, and re-establish 
peace and order on a firm and enduring basis. . 

The crew of an English vessel, name unknown, had mutinied 
while off the coast ; no particulars have reached. 
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. . COCHIN CHINA, 
The accounts of repeated attacks by the natives on the 
French at Saigon is confirmed, and their position is considered 
hardly tenable. : 





SIAM. 
BANKOK, 

The Siamese, under safe cover of their friendly treaties, 
evince no interest in the China war, beyond a pecuniary 
growl from shipowners, anent what they style a stupid bobbery ; 
but the complete conquest of China is looked upon as certain. 

It is thought an observatory will be established here, with 
teaching to instruct naval cadets in navigation. Mongkat, the 
King, has no Consuls abroad, This is a want which must soon 
force itself upon attention in the direction of China trade, in- 
tercourse being greater with that country than the sum total of 
all other nations with Siam. The communication between 
Bankok, Pakenham, and the shipping at the bar, is somewhat 
irregular and expensive at present, being solely performed by 
the tardy means of rowing ; there is some prospect, however, 
of a steamer being put upon the passage for the regular convey- 
ance of mails and passengers. 

The study of the Siamese language has been greatly facili- 
tated by the lexicons of Bishop Pallegoix, who has been thirty 
years in Bankok. Mr. Chandler has left and Mr. Goodall has 
taken his place in the U. S. Consulate. Cholera was raging ; 
twenty fatal cases in one night were reportcd in the same 
Tocality. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

Telegraphic communication with Batavia was restored on 
the 9th July, but again broken on the 13th by a fresh rupture 
of the cable between Mintok and this place, which has not yet 
been repaired, 

The Dutch mail steamer Palembang arrived here on the 15th 
current, bringing dates to the 9th. Banjermassing is being fast 
brought into order. The execution at Martapura of 54 promi- 
nent insurgents, by hanging, had produced a salutary impression 
on the population. 

On the morning of the 30th May, the 2nd company of the 
Sth battalion of infantry stationed at Macassar, deserted in a 
body and marched off in the direction of Goa, The major in 
command of the troops followed and took them. The deserters 
offered no resistance, but were led back to their quarters. 

The Governor-General had set out on a tour of inspection to 
the western districts of Java. Mr. J. H. Lion, Editor of the 
Handelsblad, has been released from prison, on his asking the 
Fardon of the Governor-General for libelling him. 

The Straits Times has the following on the capabilities of 
Singapore as a depot :— 

The circumstances by which we are surrounded at the present moment 
suggest to us not a few thoughts of a practical nature which it were well, in 
the event of the occurrence of war in this part of the world in fature, to 
take zealous advantage of. Here we have Singapore constituted the seat 
of entrepot for the introduction of the food of considerable portions of two 
armies of two countries about to be engaged in a deadly conflict, and upon 
the result of pre-arrangements in this respect depends, in a grent measure, 
the success or unsuccess of the war itself! On the arrival of the first portion 
of the soldiers in their passage to China no arrangements whatever appear to 
have been made for the'r reception, whether in the shape o! supplying food now, 
and keeping up the supply of food during the pr-gress of the campaign, or 
in the shape of those equally necessary arrangements relative to the 
housing of troops, &c., 00 as to avert a repetition in some degree of the mis- 
fortunes of the Crimea. The nature of the climate, however, and the 
vacillating character of the policy of the British Cab‘net, which even after 
the troops had started to the scene of action were sufficient to ar- 
rest the progress of even‘s, and prevent any evil consequences, from 
measures badly conc-ived, had the effect of arresting any of those 
direful results which in tho war just referred to cast for the first 
time an imperishable tarnish on the warlike operations of England. 
The tendency of our present observation is simply to show that, notwith- 
standing what might be the scarcely expressible importance of Singapore as 
the sort of granary and storehouses of Ne world (from which the great de~ 
mands of a campaign in the Kast might be at all times satisfied) it yet re- 
quired the occurrence of the events to impress upon the mirds of our local 
merchants and contractors, and of speculators at a distance, a lively idea of 
what immense wealth might be acquired by taking advantage of thoe 
tides of fortune which so frequently visit Singipore. It is not always a 
war that will create re-ults of this kind. Locality must, of necessity, at all 
times keep up demands of an analogous nature, but wars are sometimes 
wefal as pointing out and opening up sources of supply previously unknown. 








COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
The mails delivered this morning reached the Post-office at 
11 Pt, on Saturday. The dates are, from Hong Kong 8th, 
Shanghai 1st, and Singapore 17th July. 
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At Shanghai business in imports was quite at a stand. The 
bankers have mostly shut up, and the large bankers and mer- 
chants are not attending to trade. 

The duty on Imports has been reduced one half until further 
notice. :

The quota'ions are—Cumchook re-reeled $465 to $470, 
usual reel $415 to $420; Loonkong $450 to €460 for No. 1, $435 to 
$400 for No. 2,Gowkong $400 to$410 ; Orange pekoe, 910 half-chests at $14 
to $174 ‘or mixed and dusty. Congon, 982 hall-chests at $16 to $194 ord. 
to good ordinary. Ningyong, 2,674 half-chests at $21 to $27 mixed Ankio 
to fair cargo, Ankoi, 1,336 half-chests, at $134 to $16 common to good. 
Canton.—Ten chops of the new Oonam and Oop:ck Congou have arrived, 
and seven more are c'ose at hand. The statements regarding the quality 
are contradictory, and no settlements are yet reported. Shanghai : Supplies 
of Congon from the Hoochow district have come forward in fair quantity, 
and settlements are reported at 1,500 chests, at 28 to 284 taels, and 500 
chests old common Cungou, at 16 to 17 tacls, 

Raw Six.—Notwithstanding the state of anarchy prevailing, about 
1,000 bales of new silk have come to market, This consisted entirely of 
Telatiee, and nearly all of No.3. It caused considerable competition, and 
was eagerly taken at 875 to 350 taela, which may be deemed the opening 
tate for No. 3 Tsatlee. Two Frenchmen venturcd into the country, and 
had succeeded in bringing to Shanghai 100 bales, which they had purchased 
very cheap. Their success had encouraged othere to follow their example, 
or to send money into the s'lk districts to purchase; but as the late incur-. 
sion of the rebels into the sillk districts was made at the reeling time, there 
can be no question that a proportion of the cocoons have been lost, bumt, 
and injured, 








IMPORTS. 

At Cantor, a very small business has been dose during the fortnight, not- 
withstanding the opening of communications into the interior, and the dis- 
comfiture of the rebels. 

At Hore Koxa, dullness has characterised the fortnight, and stocks 
generally being heavy, prospects are decidedly gloomy. 

At Manma.—The Conception arrived from Liverpool on the 25th June, 
with a general cargo of munufactured imports, The good passage she had. 
made, combined with the detention of the Reyna del Oceano at Batavia and 
the long passages of the other vessels, have caused the supplies intended for 
several months to reach in as many weeks; and this, especially happening as 
it does at the commencement of the wet season, would, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, have a most injurious effect on the market. Stocks, however, 
had got so much reduced before these late arrivals, that though a consider- 
able proportion of their eargoes were sold to arrive, dealers are still anxious 
to purchase most descriptions of suitable goods at fair pri 

At Siraapore.— ‘There has been rather mo-e business done in piece goods 
durit.g the fortnight, more especially in grey goods, of which the sales have 
been to fair extent both in the }lace, and for arrival. Prices of produce have 
undergone little change, and most of the principal articles of export continue 
rather searce, althovgh more business has been done than during last fort- 
night,

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THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 


(ComMunicaTED.) 
(Continued from our last.) 


“ To obtain redress for common grievances,” as the Emporor 
our august Ally said, was what, undoubtedly, induced Sir John 
Bowring, to seek, even before his departure from Europe’ (he 
had, if I remember right, an audience of his Imperial Majesty), 
the co-operation of the French, and other Treaty Powers, not for 
the purpose of making war, on the contrary, to induce the 
Chinese Government to yield to united diplomatic pressure, 
grant the demands made on it, and to remedy common grievances. 
That such were the hopes of Sir John Bowring, I firmly believe, 
and doubt those who seem to have been inclined to think 
him to have been eager for strife, Most likely he 
reasoned that the Chinese Government would not resist deuands, 
when made simultaneously by the greatest powers of the west— 
of the workl. The“ Arrow ” affair was the real cause of the Canton 
difficulty, the question as to right or wrong, need uot here be 
discussed, but I may be permitted to remark that it is my 
conviction that the Chinese authorities were decidedly and 
knowingly wrong ; the vessel was, to ali intent and purpose, 
English, and her pass or register had not expired, as erroneuusly 
asserted by different parties. The right of free access to the 
city of Canton, and to the authorities within it, Sir Juhn 
Bowring was bound to insist upon, whenever the opportunity 
should offer. This right of free access was a treaty right, 
and the opportunity for enforcing it was given by Yeh's pro- 
ceedings in the “Arrow” affair, The Lorcha affair concerned 
only ourselves; but the demand of free access to the city 


of Canton, founded on the treaty, secured Sir Jobn 
the co-operation of his diplomatic colleagues, and tle 
active co-operation of the French forces in China, So 


desirable the onc, so objectionable is the other, giving Sic 
John Bowring credit for believing that by united force he would 
obtain more easily and without great loss of time and life what 
he had failed to obtain from the diplomatic union: He will yet, 
T fear, regret that we ever induced our gallant neighbours to 
assist us in laying another sick man on his bed, and now pro- 
viding him with a college of doctors at Peking, who will never 
agree as to the dose which the paticnt shall have, each wishing 
to physic him according to his own peculiar method, cudea- 
vouring to keep him alive till it suits their respective purposes, 
killing him in the end, accusing each other as to the cause, 
and finally quarrelling about the “Intestate Estate” as to the 
share which shall be awarded to each of the professional giant- 
killers, Let us beware how we attempt to have what some 
people are pleased to cail “an ambassador at Peking.” He 
would be a mere hostage, or at the best a diplomatic hen, 
“hatching more quarrels than we have had even at Canton,” 
and Sir J. Davis, in a letter to the Zmes, in March, 1857, 
says :—" There is an alliance in name but not in fecling ;” there 
is certainly ‘a rivalry, but not a generous rivalry,’ writes the 
correspondent of a London paper from Hong Kong on the 
29th December Jast, and similar ideas have since been commu- 
nicated by the correspondents of the daily papers. This 
rivalry will be as long as man is that being he las ever been, 
Differences in character, opinions, ideas, religion, and interest, 
will always exist Letwecn nations—ambition, rivalry, and dis- 
sension ending in war, which even treaties of peace and ever- 
lasting friendship, or those of commerce, will not prevent from 
recurring. Iam neither an advocate nor friend of war, but have 10 
faith in doctrines which “aye not fitted for the events of real life.” 
Very recently we bave had ample opportunity to observe that 
members belonging doubly to peace societies are but ercatures 
of passion, ready for strife and war whenever they think their 
interest is at stake. England's interests in China, being not 
those of Imperial France, I regret that to the latter Power the 





opportunity has been given to restrict us in our free actions. | 


Common grievauccs, no doubt, do exist, but, says the Emperor, 
“ France has to avenge the blood of its missionaries, who have 
been cruelly massacred.” He means the execution of Father 
Chapelaine in the province of Kwangsi, who icfused to be 
handed over in accordance with Tréaty stipulations to the next 
French Consul, aud claimed to be considered as a citizen of the 
Middle Kingdom. I do not think that aince the conclusion of 
the Treaty of Nanking, or since the one concluded on behalf of 
France, by M. de Lagrenée, another instance is on record, that 
missionaries, be they Protestants or Catholics, have been ill- 
_ treated by the Chinese authorities, Mows. Chapelaine was exe- 


cuted in @ province, distarbed by rebellion. Far be it from me 


to justify either the execution, or the law sanctioning it, bub 
doubt that it took plroe on account of M. Chapelaine being a 
missionary. 

. It will be admitted that missionaries, and particularly Catho- 
lic missionaries have, and are enjoying—even notwithstanding 
the war—more liberty and security in China’ than they do iu 
other countries net se highly ciyilized as Europe and America, 
eertainly they do more so, than, for example, Protestant mis- 
sionaries or colpovteurs’in Spain, or even in that country, 
in which its chief on a certain occasion’ said “were ther 
Lutherans, Protestants, and Jews pay their proportion of taxes 
to the State, and are equaliy protected ; but he forgot to say, 
where lending a Protestant book to a Catholic subject, is punished: 
by fine and imprisonment, where their meetings are subject to 
severe police regulations, if permitted at all, and where au Eng- 
lish chureh is closed, and its re-opening only permitted on con- 
dition that the service shall not be conducted in the language. 
which is that of diplomacy. No class of foreigners has trans- 
gressed the ‘Treaty so often and systematically as missionaries 
have done ; we do not blame them for it, we only record facts. 
The Biue Books “Insults in China,” amongst other information, 
shows that the Chineso authoritics handed over to the next 
Consul, in accordance with the Treaty stipulation, several mis- 
sionaries who were transgressors, that is such as to whom no 
doubt they had to take notice, as we are allaware that Catholic 
missionarics are spread through the length and breadth of the 
Eupire, it is gratifying to find that these missionaries, whilst 
in charge of the authoritics, were treated as no travellers would 
be treated on the Continent if he was found without a pass- 
port. Instances are, the Rev. M. Hucand his companions, aud 
our own most indefatigable Rev. W. C. Burn. In fact, the Chi- 
nese Government, and I -advisedly mean, the Tartar Mantchoo 
Government, is more tolerant in religious matters, than the 
Catholic countries aud some of the Protestant couz:tries of Eur 
rope. Huc, in the preface to his “Chin ” saysy 
“There exist in all the provinces a very considerable number of 
Mussulmen who have their Korans and Mosques.” We also 
know that Jews are tolerated. 

The cabalistic phrase “Insults in China” (the title of the 
Blue Book above referred tv), as Mr. Gladstone called it, in 
March, 1857, has, as the then Sccretary of State fos the Home 
Department gaid, “ its origin in the nature of things, although 
the buok. docs not consist of a string of insults inflicted. upon 
the British by the Chinese.” It is, in fact, a collection of of 
fences committed in China by forcigners—Americans, Spaniards, 
British—and others, against subjects in China; and by tie 
latter upon tho former.

HOLLAND. 
< AustenpaM, August 22. 
i (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
. The Government has received the gratifying intelligence from 
Lisbon that the treaty between Holland and Portugal for 
settling tho line of demarcation between the boundaries of the 
two States in the Island of Timor, in the East Indian Archipe- 
lngo, -has been ratified after receiving the sanction of the Por- 
tuguese Cortes, which, however, was not obtained without a 
deries of long and fiery debates, and a considerable show of 
opposition. According to the stipulations contained in this 
treaty, the Netherlands obtainffull and undivided possession of 
the following islands lying to the north of Timor :—Flores, 
Adonaro, Solor, Lomblem, Patare, and Ombai, as well as all the 
islands constituting the so-called Archipelago of Solor, The 
sum to be paid by the Netherlands to Portugal for the transfer 
of. her rights of sovereignty of the above possessions to this 
country is fixed at 200,000 florins, 

Within the last few days Mr. W. Heinke, the eminent Eng- 
lish diving engineer, has been here and inspected the wreck of 
the Lutine frigate, for account of the underwriters at Lloyds. 
He found that the sand in which the wreck is imbedded has 
shifted very considerably, leaving a large part of the hull of 
the frigate exposcd, and considers this a very favourahle period 
for renewing the diving operations which were commenced 
last: summer, but suspended during the winter, by a Dutch 
company formed in this city, of which undertaking I gave you 
some particulars in a former letter. If the weather remains 
favourable for diving operations, and should no material altera- 
tion take place in the position of the shifting sand, the recovery 
of a very considerable quantity of the treasure known to have 
been engulphed when the frigate was lost—now more than 
sixty years ago—may confidently be expected. ! 

The Minister of Marine has advertised for engineers for the 
Dutch steamers of the Royal Navy. They must be furnished 
with reliable certificates of,being practically and theoretically 
acquainted with the construction and management of steam 
engines, Foreigners who may wish to enter the naval service 
in this capacity must be under forty years of age. 

* A report is current here that General van Swieten, who so 
successfully commanded the late expedition to Boni, and is now 
the military Commandcr-in-Chief in Netherlands India, has re- 
signed his appointment on the ground of ill health, and is on 
the point of returning to Europe. 
: Great satisfaction is everywhere expressed in this country at 
the important intelligence received by the last Overland mail, 
announcing that the whole of the territory of Banjermassing, in 
the south part of Borneo, has been annexed, and is now 
formally incorporated with the forcign possessions of the King 
of the Netherlands. The Governor-general has received the 
thanks of the two Chambers of the States General, and the 
Home Government has sent him the fullest powers, and im- 
pressed on him the necessity of taking such prompt and ener- 
getic measures as he may deem necessary for the maintenance 
of order, the consolidation and prosperity of new territory, and 
the honour of the Dutch flag. 
* The following vessels have been chartered by the Nether- 
lands Trading Company: Macasar and Admiral de Ruyter to 
saail from Amsterdam, and the Dorothea Henrietta from Rotter- 
dam. The same cempany advertises for more tonnage for 
India, under the following conditions: the vessels to be either 
new ships launched before last December, or else such as have 
been previously chartered by the company, and known to be 
seaworthy. They must be rcady to sail on the 10th of Scp- 
tember next from the port which may be fixed on by the 
company, and those yesscls now on their passage out, if ten- 
-dered and accepted, must be placed at the disposal of the fac- 
‘tory at Batavia by the 10th of January next. 
y The Railroad Bill, as brought forward by the Government 
rand accepted by the Sccoud Chamber, has now been the subject 
‘of much discussion in the First Chamber. On the very first 
“day fourteen members spoke in favour of the Bill, chiefly agree- 
sing to the measure on the principle that railways were wanted, 
and if constructed by the Government it was better than 
having none at all. Two members opposed the Bill, and two 
‘more reserved their opinion. On the 17th inst., however, the 
<Bill was passed by 34 votes to 5, and in the same sitting the 
sum of two millions of florins was voted by the Chamber to be 
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placed at the disposal of the Government for the expenses of 
the preliminary works. 

By Royal decree of the 10th inst. (No. 86), the King 
has ordered the screw steam corvette Reteh, now lying in the 
dockyard at Amsterdam, to be commissioned for immediate 
service in India, and to be ready to sail by the 16th of Sep- 
tember. The command has been given to Lieutenant of the 
first class H. P. de Kok, 





UNITED STATES. 


New York, August 11. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDERT.) 

Preparations are making in this city for giving his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales a warm and enthusiastic re- 
ception. Lord Lyons, her Majesty's Minister at Washington, 
left on the 21st ult. for Lennudon, to join the Prince on his 
arrival there, 

The exhibition of the Great Eastern has been a success. 
During several days, the last and previous week, the number of 
visitors increased to 17,000 and 18,000 per day. Having been 
on a delightful excursion to Cape May, she proceeds on au excur- 
sion to Norfolk, Chesapeake bay, and anchor in the roads of 
Annapolis, below Baltimore. She is advertised to sail for Mil- 
ford Haven on the 16th inst, 


The excitement produced among the Americans, and the in- 
terest they take in this monster ship, is beyond belief. On the 
30th inst. it was supposed the number who turned out to 
witness her departure (on land, and on water craft of all kinds) 
could not have been less than 100,000. There were ten 
times as many spectators to see her leave for Cape May as there 
were to witness her arrival. ; 

The visit of the Great Eastern to the States has afforded 
another opportunity of showing the elasticity of its citizens, 
They are ever on the stretch, straining to perform some almost 
impossible thing ; but when an American says, “it’s got to be 
done anyhow,” you may be sure it will; at least nothing short 
of the roaring cataract of Niagara will wash out their resolves, 
I fancy your folks of the old slow and sure country—to whose 
enterprise, however, we owe existence—must expect, surely, 
that, with our social and political demonstrations, we shall 
some of these days collapse. What do you think of £25,000 
sterling being spent in this city alone on the Japanese 
Embassy? Where does the money come from? I will 
not attempt to enlighten you on this point, further than 
by assuring you that—as your late wit, Albert Smith, 
used to say— it’s done somehow.” The Great Eastern was 
asked to visit Baltimore. Wou’t pay, say the Directors. “Throw 
you in a load of real bituminous screaming coal,” answer the 
enterprising citizens of that State, and over she goes. Now 
show me the town in the old country that would do this. There 
is no mistake about it—an American, to a certain extent, docs 
“beat all creation.” It appears that there was some more solid 
reason actuated them than mere curiosity to see the ship, and 
that was a prospect of opening up a direct traffic with England, 
a feeling which has been gaining ground with the Southerners 
in consequence of the anti-slavery principles of the Northern 
States. A good many stories are currentas to the Great Eastern’s 
trip to Cape May, about passengers sleeping on deck, &c. The 
following is about the truth :-— 


TRIP OF THE GREAT EASTERN 


Contrary to their first intention, the directors were induced to consent to 
the ship making a shert excursion, to ennble visitors to see the machinery 
in motion, and to judge of the capabilities of the ship for ocean navigation, 
The point selected was Cape May, the southern point of the State of New 
Jersey, at the mouth of the river Delaware. ‘The number of tickets was 
fixed at 2,000,fand their price at 10 dols.ench. The fare did not include 
provisions, which were to be provided on board, at reasonable rates ; and 
gentlemen were notified that the only facilities which could be afforded 
them for sleeping were mattresses in the lower saloons and cargo spaces of 
The state rooms were to be appropriated to ladies, The ship 
was advertised to leave New York in the afternoon of Monday, July 30th, 
to reach Cape May about eight o'clock in the morning of the 31st, giving 
Passengers an opportunity of spending the day in this little watering place, 
and to return at six o’clock the same evening, arriving at New York on the 
morning of Wednesday, August the Ist. Some fifteen or sixteen hundred 
persons availed themselves of this opportunity of going to sea in the Great 
Ecstern. Those who slept on deck did so from choice. The compartments 
and saloons retnined the temperature they bad acquired during the day in 
New York, and those who went below from the cool air of the night found 
the change so unpleasant that they preferred, in many cases, to re-ascend@ 
rather than remain to get accustomed to the heat. Comfortable sleep was, 
obtainable in both situations—perhaps less so on deck than below, because 
numerous groups, too excited by the novelty of their situation for repose, in. 
dulged in vocal harmony, cheering, witticisms,and extempore oratory, that 
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rather interfered with the somniferous efforts of the more peaceably-disposed 
in their immediate neighbourhood. These amusements were diversified by 
good-natured scrimmages, wisich, as no more formidable weapons than mat- 
tresses were employed, were productive only of fun, Practical joking was 
quite the order of the day, or rather of the night. A very favourite pro- 
ceeding of this kind was to make a rope's-end fast round the mattress of a 
sleeper, get half a dozen stalwart j-kers to haul, and on the signal being 
given, rouse with such hearty good-will that the unhappy rre'pient pf these 
deliberate attentions would roll over hulf-a-dozen times, clutching frantically 
at everything he encountered, in the beli f that the Great Zas‘ern had blown 
up, gone down, run a ainst an iceberg, or encountered some other casunlty 
equally fraught*with peril to life and limb. If speedi y relieved from all ap- 
prehension on these pints by the l,ughter of those who witnessed his dis- 
comfiiure, it tended in nowise to restore the equ: ‘ity of the unfortunate 
jokee, to distinguish amid the hoarser cachinations of his tormentors thefclear 
merry ring of woman's mirth ; for—tell it notin Gath !—ladics sanctioned 
the fun by their presence, and seemed to der:ve a more exquisite satisfaction 
from the blank dismay of the victims, than the perpetrators of these venial 
outrages themselves. ‘These, and a dozen similar scenes of good humoured 
enjoyment were the pless:nt features of the trip. Unfortunately, less 
agreeable facts remain to be rec rded. 


It became evident, almost before the ship got under weigh, that there 
was an entire absence of anything like system in the arrang- ments for the 
accommodation of tne excursionists. The very obvious course of allotting 
Derth and state rooms to In only, as the tickets were sold, seems to 
have been followed only toa slight extent. More cabins were occupied by 
gentlemen than ladies, and, ava consequence, many of the latter had to rest 
content with mattresses in the grand taloon and the ladies’ cabin; some 
even attempted to sleep on deck. In more than one instance it happened 
that, out of the few allotted at the time of selling the tickets, the same s‘a‘e- 
room was claimed hy a party of Indies and cf gentlemen, both of whom 
presented tickets bearing the same numbers, One case of this kind occu red, 
in which it is said—certainly not much to the credit of American gallantry 
—that the Indies were furcibly dispossessed, and compelled to pnes the night 
on tive floor of the grand saloon. Nr. Yates and Mr. Bold exerted them- 
selves to the utmost to satisfy the demand for bertha; but with fifteen 
hundred enger applicants this was impossible, and all but a fortunate few 
resigned themselves to the inevitable mattress, pitched down wherever 
fancy indicated or chance Jed. An ample supply of there necessary arti- 
cles was provided; but being piled pell meli into two of the cargo 
spaces, and everybody being allowed to help themselves, they ran 
short before all were accommodated: and two or three hundred unfor- 
tanates eithir did not sleep nt all, or had to pick for the eoftest plank. 
The very simple plan of putting these in charge of one or two of the ship's 
company, with orders to give one only to each applicant, or of senling 
round an officer to dispossess those who had appropriated three or four, 
would have prevented this annoyance and hurdship. The feeding arrange- 
ments fniled entirely, from inadequate means of distr bution, The provisions 
on board were very fair in quality, and adequate in amount, bu: the attempt 
to accommodate ons hundred hungry guests in each saloon seated at the 
tables, with twice that number standing round ready to seize the first vacant 
chair, through the agency of two or three miserable negro waiters, who had 
to obtain their supplies irom a buffet, tended by another sample of the same 
interesting race, to cut meat, and diibble ont coflee by the cup, would 
have been ludicrous if people had been in a frame of mind to appreciate 

e joke. 

‘The same miserable inadequacy of means existed to meet the demand for 
ablation, and even for water to drink. Washhand stands could be found by 
diligent search, but no water. When water was forthcoming, there was no 
soap, and as to towels, people accepted their absence asa matter of course. 
and supplied their places with pocket-handkerchiefs, It ia of small moment 
to inquire who was responsible for st:ch mismanagement ; it is quite sufficient 
to know that large numbers of tke excursionists reached home pretty well 
disgusted with what might have been made the most memoruble pleasure trip 
on record, and that, to use their own expressive phraseology, the G. eat 
Eastern is “ played out” in New York. 

P.S.—The Great Eustern avrived at Old Point Comfort on the 8rd inst., 
and at Anapolis on the Sth. The excitement was very great. Com;limen- 
tary resolutions were passed by the passengers relative to the ship, her_oiii- 
cers, management, fate, &c.

The Governor did not state the mature of the debt, but 
he (Mr. Fortescue) believed it was the casts of the proceedings for libel ; 
but, at all events, it was a matter with which the Government had nothing 
to do, 











Mrzonasr Surrrrxo.— The following is an extract from the report of the 
Select Committee :—“ The !’ritish shipowners who carry on the present re- 
stricted and scascely tolerated intercourse with the Colonies of France, 
Spain, and Por:ugal, find their ships placed at an immense disndvantage in 
the unequal competition which they have to encounte-, while they have the 
mortification to see forei-n ships resort to our own colonics, and secure higher 
freights than our-ewa ships when clartered to a port in Burope.” The in- 
justice thus inflicted, aud its consequences, are neither denied nor palliated in 
the report, while the persistent policy pursued by the United States in ex- 
-eluding us from their coasting trade is stigmatised by the committee as pro- 
ducing, in their minds, a sense of “deep disappointment ; ” nnd while th-y 
-are not disposed to recommend a resort to a policy of retalistion, they donot 
shesitate to express theic opinion of the conduct of sucerssive Governments in 
reference to the question. The refusal of certain nations to reciprocate, and 
the unfair competition to which the British shipowner had been thus con- 
demned, is but one, though the chief, of the causes of the condition of the 
shipping interest into which it bas b-en the duty of th: eommittce to in- 
gues As regards the Chinese Passenger Act, the Committee content 

emselves with observing that the abuses of the Chinese coolie trade occur 
-on board foreign, chiefly American, ships ; that the provisions of the existing 
daw are salutary, and do not need amendment; but they throw out the sug- 
gestion, that the prohibition of British vessels to carry Chinese coolies to the 
+ glave-holding States of America, or to any country where slavery is 
tolerated, is a subject well worthy the considerat‘on of the legislature.” 

‘Tax Fasxcu us Cuina.—The Morning Post says :—“ For once, indeed, 
‘wre seem to have completely outstripped our active and ingenious allies, Not 
only in point of strength, but in orgauisation, materiel, and trausport, we 
‘have altogether distanced them. If the enemy with whom we have to deal 
‘were n distinct and palpable one, we should expect to find the third Chinese 
war brought to prompt couclusion ; bat in the present instance, no doui,t, 
Lord Elgin and Baron Gros will have great ditticulties thrown in their way 
by the extraordinary internal condition of the Celestial Fmpire at this mo- 

~ment. It has been suggested that even if we should occupy the capita', thus 
inflicting what must be the last and most fatal blow in the case of a civilised 
country, the Bmperor and his Ministers would retire to come distant and 
unapproachable part of the empire, or commit auicide—a remedy which ob- 
tains much favour among municipal statesmen in tho:e parts, and leave us to 
the enjoyment of a damnosa herreditas in the possea:ion of Pekin.”

_ Offices at the hotel, with the exception of the ca: pets, which are to be pro: ided 
by the company, will be supplied from the present India House. ‘The cost 
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of the removal will be £6,000, and the uphol-tery work has been undertaken 
by a firm in the city, under the superintendence of Mr. Digby Wyatt, the 
clerk of the works to the Indian Council, 


‘Tre wew Governor ov Mapras.—The Times has the following com 
ments on Sir I]. Ward : — The new Governor of Madras, then, has studied 
his business in the very best school that can be found. Of all tropical 
countries, whether under the dominion of any Ruropean S‘ate or of their 
own native rulers, there is probably no one so well and +o mildly governed as 
Ceylon. Of course, the island, the reputed seat of Adam’s Paradise, pos- 
sesses enormous natural advantiges. The situation is central, and ensy of 
access to all the Eastern world, so that it has been selected, on :rounds 
which are quite distinct from its soil, climate, and productions, as the con- 
verging point for the traffic of India, China, and Australia, The people are 
not difficult to control, and if they show little energy in the pursuits of in- 
dustry they are equally ill-fitted for success in war or rebellion, The 
neighbouring coast of India affords an inexhaustible labour-market ; a con- 
siderable amount of English capital has been brought into the island ; and a 
community has been formed somewhut similir to that of the English planters 
of Bengal and the North-West, only with a more ascertained position, a 
better administrat’on of justice, and a fairer and morc impartial Govern- 
ment. The abortive rebellion of twelve years ago, put down with the most 
perfect «ase and without the loss of a single life in the .-ld, under the ad- 
ministration ot Lori Torrington, revealed both to Europeans and natives 
the atreng h of the Government and the security of the position of its Eng- 
lish settlers. With a justifiable pride Sir Henry Ward, on resigning his 
government, renders an account of his stewardship to the Legislative Council 
of Ceylon, The results are such as any Governor might well be proud of. 
In 1854 the revenue of the Colony was £310,000 ; in 1859 the revenue was 
£551,000, having in rensed on an average, during these five years, by agumn 
of £48,000 per aunum. This sum represents the present surplus in the 
treasury. These results are due to a liberal and judicions expenditure on 
public works, accompanied with tangib’e improvements in the condition of 
the people.”

THE VOTE FOR CHINA. 
TxE proposal of the vote of £23,320 for consular and diplo- 
matic establishments in China, Japan, and Siam, has afforded 
-perhaps the best test yet of the feeling of the House of Com- 
mons on the acts of Lord Elgin, Mr. Bruce, and our policy in 
“China. It will be seen in our Parliamentary intelligence that on 
this vote being proposed Mr. Ayrton moved an amendment, lost 
only by four, to strike out the sum of £4,000, the half of Mr, 
-Bruce's salary. Sir James Graham remarked that it (£8,000) 
was an extravagant salary for his services, Mr. Williams said 
that he thought the whole sum should be rejected, and that “to 
“call the conduct of Mr. Bruce a blunder would not properly 
“ express the nature of that conduct. To call it ablunder and 
* “ insolence would but very faintly characterise it.” Mr. White, 
late of China, said if Lord Elgin had remained in China and 
ratified the treaty, or if Admiral Seymour had been appointed 
to succeed him, we should not be now at war. To this Sir G. 
C. Lewis, the Home Sceretary, whose ignorant speech at the 
Mansion House Jast year will be in the ,remembrance of our 
‘ readers, said, “ that the circumstances which gave rise to the 
* © war were the stipulation that there should be a resident Am- 
“ bassador at Peking, and that the treaties should be exchanged. 
“It did not appear to him that Lord Elgin’s remaining in 
© China could have made any material difference.” Now that 
_ the facts of the case are exactly opposed to this, there is 
abundant evidence in the Blue Book of Lord Elgin’s mission, 
wherein it is shown that the Chinese Commissioners at 
_ Shanghai, under Lord Elgiu’s written promise to return, waited 
at that port for his lordship in order to definitely settle the 
point about a resident minister at Peking, and other items left 
undecided in the treaty. But what resulted ? Lord Elgin leaves 
China for England, in order to fill a place in the Whig Govern- 
ment, which he had becn advised would shortly succeed to the 
* Derby Government. Before leaving China (Canton) he wrote, 
however, to the Commissioners as follows :—* To this end the 
undersigned has decided to proceed to Canton, where it is pos- 
sible that the accomplishment of what he proposes to effect 
may detain him a few weeks. He will then return to Shanghai 
to discuss with the Commissioners the various questions of 
which a settlement is still pending.” 
How Mr. Bruce kept this engagement we all know. The 
Commissioners very naturally took alarm at this glaring breach 
< of faith on the part of our Ambassador, especially when they 
heard of the preparations making to accompany Mr. Bruce to the 
Peiho, and the consequence was that the Imperial Government 
could ouly believe that in taking so large a force simply to 
accompany our Ambassador to procure the ratification of a 
treaty, we must havo ulterior views and demands which we 
intended to enforce when at Peking, and under these circum-

stances they ordered the ambassadorial fleet of such gigantic” 
proportions to be stopped at the mouth of the Peiho. In spite 
of this we have one of H.M.’s Ministers stating in the House 
that it did not appear to him to make any material difference 
whether Lord Elgin stayed in China or not. The most charit- 
able conclusion we can arrive at is, that Sir G. C. Lewis knows 
nothing of the Blue Book of Lord Elgin’s mission, and again 
talked at random. Somewhat akin to this is the Chancellor of 
Exchequer’s announcement—given in our last—that owing 
to the omission in the Klgin Treaty for any specified time and 
place for the payment of indemnity, we had not received 
any portion of it ; but, he continued, the French had taken this 
precaution, and by virtue of it had received an instalment of 
£400,000, which statement, however, is, we believe, incorrect. 
But we will forgive Lord Elgin his abandonment of pledged 
duty in China to run after office at home, and his brother, Mr. 
Bruce, his involvement of us ia the expenditure and bloodshed 
of Chinese war the third, if they together effect a treaty with 
China such as we may hope will endure beyond the recall of our 
fleet and army from the Chinese waters, and which shall throw 
open to our home merchants, and to those of India, the hitherto 
unapproached and otherwise unapproachable Western half of 
China, by obtaining the frontier town of Esmok to be made an 
open mart with a Consular establishment, arranging also for the 
setting up and due maintenance of tho electric telegraph from 
Esmok, by the high road therefrom, to Canton; and for its 
maintenance thence, still by land, unto all the other Consular 
ports. These two points, promotive (as being equally beneficial to 
the Chinese) of peaceful future trade, if obtained from the Ching 
negotiators, must indeed prove, as the journals of our manufac- 
turing districts state, far more valuable to us than any new terri 
torial acquisition on the Chinese coast, than any amount of 
pecuniary compensation capable of being extorted for the costs 
of the war, and then the residence in succession at Peking of a 
hundred of our Foreign-office Ministers. Nay, more, if anything 
can do so, such additions to the treaty of Tientsin would atone 
also for the Taku forts blundering discomfiture, and best yindi- 


cate the many gallant lives there so discreditably sacrificed. _, 





HONG KONG. 

We have been frequently applied to for information about 
this distant colony, and more particularly about its salubrity. 
Hong Kong had, like Chusan, acquired great notoricty as an 
unhealthy place, particularly so for Europeans, In both places 
the troops were the greatest sufferers, on their first occupation, 
andof Europeans, the military have, and are,as far as our informa- 
tion goos, to this day greater sufferers than civilians, reasonable 
cause for which we are unable to assign, and think that as yet 
no satisfactory explanation on this subject has been elicited, 
The military buildings in Hong Kong would be an ornament to 
any city in Europe ; barracks and hospital, in our opinion, leave 
nothing that could be desired for their purpose. Some doubts 
have existcd as to the situation of the barracks, particularly the 
rear building not being what it should be; but’ the vast im- 
provements, planting bamboos and trees, and making the road 
up to Government House, on the one hand, as no doubt the 
regulating of the bed of the stream coming down the Hui, so as 
to prevent any stagnant waters remaining, must by this time 
have had a beneficial influence. This, conjoined with some 
occupation for the men, not taking into account those who will 
come to Hong Kong from other parts of China with the germ of 
disease in them, will, no doubt, enable the health returns of the 
military to be as satisfactory as are those of the civil population. 

The mortality in Hong Kong in the early part of its existence 
as a British colony was no doubt great ; many of our readers 
may remember that saying, “You may go to Hong Kong,” was 
almost synonymous with saying, you may go to that place, which 
none of us like to go to. The fact is, the colony has greatly im- 
proved in salubrity ; but here in England the character it bears in 
that respect is still very bad, and that in our opinion unjustly 
so. Of course we will not for a moment maintain that Hong 
Kong, to a European constitution, is as healthy as merry 
England ; but, on the whole, we have no hesitation in asserting 
that it is as healthy as any place in the Kast, and more healthy 
than most of them. ‘True, the summer months, from the vast 
quantity of moisture in the atmosphere, are oppressive, but 
nothing can surpass the winter months. So far back as 
the 25th April, 1845, Sir John Francis Davis, the then 
Governor, wrote to Lord Stanley :—“ With reference to 
the first point, that of imputed unhealthiness, I con- 
sider the climate of Hong Kong to be precisely that of 
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Macao, from which it is only 40 miles distant, and where, for 
many years, I and numbers of others enjoyed as good health as 
in England. Major Caine, now the oldest resident in Hong 
Kong (from its very first possession), states it to be better than 
any part of India, and Sir Henry Pottinger will say the same.” 
Sir John Davis then explains that the great mortality among 
the military, and, at tho very first,among civilians, must be attri- 
buted to circumstances and causes sufficiently obvious to save 
the character of the climate. To persons of all rauks being 
housed in dwellings progressing gradually from mere mat sheds 
to wooden and brick hovels of a somewhat better descrip- 
tion, and to the pernicious system of ground-floor apartments, 
which was universal at first, he ascribes the mortality amongst 
civilians. How the native regiments were lodged, in miserable 
mat huts on wot ground, can only be believed by those who 
actually saw them. Sir John Davis acquiesced in the request 
of General d’Aguilar to appropriate ground for the construction 
of permanent and proper accommodation for the troops. Sir 
John Davis, in the above quoted despatch, says:—“As the 
lodgment of all classes improves in this colony, 1 will pledge 
myself for the improvement of the general health. During the 
last summer the civil portion of the population were as healthy 
as in most other countries, and particular cases could be traced 
to bad dwellings, or tho too early occupation of new houses.” 
As it is now proved, Sir John Davis's opinion as regards Hong 
Kong, both as to its salubrity and the progress it would other- 
wise make, have been amply proved to have been correct, 
although at the time he was “pelted with a handsome storm of 
vituperation,” from which neither his predecessors nor suc- 
cessors have been exempted. The worst we can say of the climate 
of Hong Kong is, that it seems to have a baneful influence on the 
temper of gentlemen addicted to literary pursuits in that place. 
The latest official returns for 1859, meagre and incomplete as 
they are, still afford us good data to lay before our readers and 
inquirers. In former years the reports of the colonial surgeons, 
published by tho local government, were of particular interest, 
and we hope that they will be soon again so. 

The rate of sickness and mortality in Victoria gaol—a place 
which, from all accounts we lately have seen, is not particularly 
favourable to health,—has been, out of a total number of 2,484 
prisoners confined therein during the year, on an average 239 
—of which, of course, some of longer, and some for shorter 
periods, 116 patients and 4 deaths, the latter being 0°16 
perjcent. to the total numbcr, and 1°67 per cent. to the 
average number of prisoncrs. ‘lhe police force, 307 in 
number, a body exposed to all changes of the weather 
and the night air, had six deaths during 1859, viz, 
1 European and 5 coloured, the Chinese force, consisting 
of 70 members, escaping without a single loss; the rate 
of mortality in the force therefore was near 2 per cent. The 
military force have a greater percentage of deaths to strength, 
it being 3:05 ; it is, however, remarkable that the Royal Artillery, 
out of au aycrage strength of 298 men, lost 4; and the Royal 
Engineers, out of 218, 3 men, about 14 per cent. whilst 
tho mortality amongst the 2nd Battalion of 1st Royals, number- 
ing on the average 725, has been 31, of which 12 deaths were 
from fever, 15 from diseases of stomach and bowels, 2 from 
disease of lungs, and 2 from other discases, being 4°27 per cent. 
in this force, or nearly 3 per cent. in excess of the mortality 
ataongst the Royal Engineers and Artillery, a difference for 
which we are unable to account, except it be that the men in 
the artillery aud engineers take better caro of themselves, em- 
ploying their Icisure hours more profitably than the men of the 
line are generally given to. One thing our readers will have 
observed from these abstracts of the returns, that the “ Hong 
Kong fever,” which had given the place the bad character which 
still hangs to it, is not to be feared any more, The improved 
buildings, excellent drainage (we do not know if we may yet 
justly except that part of the town which is almost entirely in- 
habited by the natives at tho west of Victoria), good strects 
and roads, no doubt have brought about this favourable result, 
predicted with great confidence by Sir J. F. Davis, at a time 
when all the world was crying down the place. 

We regret that the returns published do not enable us to 
ascertain the number of deaths which occurred amongst the 
Europeans and Americana, 1,034, and the 477, of mixed blood, 
including Indians, Manilamen, &. Information regarding them 
is particularly desirable, and no doubt easily obtainable in Hong 
Kong. A return “furnished from each house occupied by 
Chinese in the colony, stating number of persons resident therein 
‘and mortality,” informs us that out of 49,627, 406 individuals 








died in the colony, whilst it is estimated by the Registrar. 
General that 496 (1 per cent.) diod out of the colony, meaning 
that on becoming ill they had removed to their native place 
and dicd there, making ip all 902 deaths, or about 1:82 per 
cent. on the Chinese population. If people will use ordinary 
precaution, avoid to make living too much “ uncommon plea- 
sant,” they will find the air agree on the whole very well. 
Exceptions are everywhere, even with us here in England. ; 








COMMERCE WITH WESTERN CHINA, FROM RANGOON 
TO ESMOK, 

Sryce our last issue the Chambers of Commerce of Leeds, 
Manchester, Halifax, Huddersfield, and Bradford, have soverally 
memorialized Her Majesty's Ministers, very earnestly, to arrange 
with the Governments of China and Burmah, for the opening of 
Overland trade from our north-east frontier of Pegu to the 
Chinese south-western frontier city of Esmok, and for the ex- 
tension of the telegraph by the land route to Canton, and the 
other consular ports of China, The rapid successive failures of 
the Mediterranean, Red Sea, Arabian Coast, and Singapore and 
Batavia submarine cables, certainly make it now most desirable 
that Captain Spry’s proposition to Government of old date, to 
extend the land telegraph of Eastern Pegu, via., Kiang-Tung, 
Kiang-Hung, and Esmok, to Canton, should have the serious 
consideration of Ministers, and though a vote wastaken in Par- 
liament on the 18th instant, for £87,000, part of the £370,000 
which was proposed to be sunk in laying a cable between Ran- 
goon and Singapore as a stage, by the ocean, to Hong-Kong, we 
cannot believe that, so long as Mr. Gladstone is at the Exchequer, 
such a sum, or any part of it, will be thrown after the million 
sunk with the Red Scacable. At any rate, if such must be the 
case, we still strongly urge upon Government to give every ens 
couragement to the extension also of the land wires to Canton. 

The following is the Memorial of the Leeds Chamber of 
Commerce, as published in tho Leeds Mercury of the 14th 
instant, and was transmitted to Lord Palmerston, by the Leeds 
Chamber of Commerce. It was presented to his lordship by 
Mr. Baines, M.-P., and his lordship promised the subject should 
receive due consideration :— 


To the Right Honourable the Lord Viscount Palmerston, M.P, @.C.B., 
Firat Lord of Her Majesty's Treasury. 


The Memorial of the Council of the Leeds Chamber of Commerce, through 
their President, 


Sheweth,—That the attention of your Memorialists hax been drawn to the 
practicability of securing an extensive mart for goods the manufactures of 
the United Kingdom in the direction of the western inland provinces of 
China, 

That being fully sensible of tle desire of her Majesty’s Government to em- 
ploy all possible and just means to promote the extension of British com- 
merce, they have every confidence in bringing the following suggestions 
under your Lordship’s notice, that they will receive the consideration which 
your Memorialists feel consinced they deserve, 

Your Memorialists learn that the extensive Yunnan and six other western 
inland provinces of China, covering a territorial space of 650,000 square 
miles, with a population of 126,000,000 of souls, having districts where the 
finest teas are produced, as wel! as many articles of first importance to our 
manufacturers and merchants, present an interesting and extensive field for 
British commercial enterprise, both as regards the products of those provinces 
and for trade in Bri-ish minufacturcs, 

Hoping for a favourable ani speedy termination of the present rupture 
with China, they would respectfully urge that in the negotiations that will 
necessarily follow, the British Government should stipulate that British mer- 
chants shall have proper'y defined and full privileges accorded by the Kr 
peror of China, to be faithfully observed by all Chinese authorities, to trade 
in the interior of their country, as wellas at their outports, and more es- 
pecially that a traffic may be allowed to be carried on by British merchants 
with the provinces referred to overland from her Majesty.s port of Rangoon, 
in the Bay of Bengal. 

In order to rench the Chinese frontier from that direction, the route which 
your Memorialists (from what they have been able to ascertain) regard as 
the most favourable, would b: across Kustern Pegu to our extreme north- 
eastern frontier, on or near the banks of Salween river, at which point they 
betieve it would be highly advantage us to form a permanent trading settle- 
ment, or commercial emporium, which would be about midway between the 
port of Rangoon and the city of Kemok, on the frontier of the Chinese Yun- 
nan province, and accessivle to numerous caravans and traders from various 
tribes, as well from the Burman States as the provinces already re‘erred to. 

For this purpose, seeing that a portion of the kingdom of Burmah would 
have to be traversed, your Memorialists beg t> submit to the consideration of 
her Majesty's Government, the expediency of sending a Civil Rnvoy to his 
Majesty the King of Burmah, to announce to him the fact of Her Britannic 
Majesty havinz now assmed direct rule over the Asiatic portion of her em- 
pire, and to offer to his Majesty her Royal friendship, expressing the hope 
that the people of Burmah and those of the United Kingdom and British 
possessions may enjoy permanent peace with each other, and be privileged 
to traffic to mutual advantage in the two countries, asalso with the Chinese, 
under the protection of the two Crowns. . 7 

Your Memoralists would further suggest that in any new treaty with 
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China and arrangement with the King of Burmah, provision may be duly 
made for the extension of land telegraphic communication over the route thus 
suggested, to be continued f-rward from Ksmok to Canton, and from the 
latter city onward to all the Consular ports. 

‘Your Memorialists therefore pray your Lordship to submit the above allega 
tions and suggestions to her Majesty's Government, and trust that after due 
gonsideration the Governme:.t wi'l be led to see the wisdom of using every 
effort to secure for British merchants and manufacturers what y uc Me- 
imorislists believe to be a very important route and outlet for trade in the 
direction of Western China.

The Leeds Mercury of the 14th August supports that memorial 
with one of its usually able leaders, from which we make the 
following extract :-— 


“ There is a great blank in commerce. A vast region, almost as popu- 
fous as the whole of Rurope, lies ent off from commanic.tion with the world 
‘almoit as effectually as Robinson Crusve in bia decert island. Its commrtce, 
if opened, wou'd be worth more than the most favourable French treaty, or 
ahan the e-tablishment of free-trade in all the countries of Europe. It 
grows fine teas. It abounds in mineral wealth, It produces wool, flax, 
grasscloth fibre, and other raw material, for which our manu‘acturers are 
crying out, in almost inexhaustible quantities. It is a country alive with in- 
ternal commerce, t asersed by endless caravans and carriers maintaining. 
indeed, an immense population engaged in nothing else than the transport of 
goods, It is not separated from us by b.end seas, or by wide deserts, or by 
prohibitive tariffs, or by national hatred, ‘The people are as willing to trade 
with us as we are to trade with them. There would be little difficulty, 
probally, in getting a trea'y stipulatin by which our merchandise might 
freely enter into this district. Only 250 miles of inhabited country divides 
this ‘land of promise’ from our own possessions, and these 250 miles are 
already traversed by numerous caravans. ‘There would be no difficulty, as 
far as his yet been ascertained, in indueing the sovereign of that inter- 
wening strip of country to grant our merchants and our merchandise transit 
through his dominions, Yet for all purposes of trade with England or with 
‘any other European nation, this rich aud vast district mig!.t just as well be 
a boge Dend 8-n, with nothing but the mythical apples growing on its 
margin. Scarcely any merchandi-e fiom it etenls its way across the inter- 
yening territories, er reaches any port to which our English vessels are 
accustomed to trade. This ‘land of promise’ is MWis‘ern China, a district 
removed many hundreds of miles from the nearest open pir’, but within two 
‘hundred and fifty miles of the north-east frontier of our provi: ce of Pegu. 
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A new trenty will have to be made, unleas the war is to last for ever, and 
jn this treaty the insertion of terms opening Western China to European 
conimerco might reasonably be inserted. Such a clause, while less cffensive 
to the Chinese, while more consistent with the view of the war taken by a 
large number of our countrymen, and while less likely to lead to subsequent 
dispute with the Government of China, would be infinitely more profi'able 
40 us as n sation than ary amount of compensation which the treaty may 
compel the Celestial Emperor to pay for the violation of the last treaty and 
the injury inflicted upen our fivets at the Taku forts. It would be no 
injury t» China to insert such a c'ause, wiri'e it would be an immen-e benefit 
to otir own country. Indeed, ao far from being an injury to the Chinese, it 
is the very thing for which, according to such testimony as we hive, they 
are most anxious. + * * ial 

Such are the chances now before us, If the present opportnnity is seized, 
a simple clause of the treaty may open to English commerce the largest field 
which p rbaps any single transaction has ever pliced nt its command. 
While the empire is threatening to full to picces of its own rotten- 
ness, while tho rebels are buming and sacking every town of any mer- 
cantile importance in the country, while Hankow is turned into n wildeme-s, 
and Sov chow, the great emporinm of the sik trade, is filled with bloodshed 
and p'under by the army of the freebooters, Peking court may well be 
‘glad to es ape further humiliation by granting us valuable mercantile con- 
cessions instead of a bu-densome pe.uuia y compensation. And to us & 
Bingle year's trade with Weslern China through Hamok, would be more 
valuable than t e largest sum that our fleets and armies could wring out of 
the exhausted exchequer of the empire. Eve y other facility exi-ts, The 
establishment of an empo ium for british goods at the north-eastern boun- 
dary of Pegu is one yr liminary which our Government can cacily rupply, 
ead which our merchants would eugerly supp rt. A treity wth the King 
‘of Burmah, a prince said to entertain unusually enlightened views, by which, 
‘the commerce between England and China should pass through his territory, 
is also a poirt about which ‘itt'’e dificulty cau exist. A moderate transit 
duty will more than reconcile him to such an arrangement, and vill not 
materially interfere with our commerce, All thes are pyin's which Lord 
Elgin ought to know. Now ar never is the time for completing such an arrange- 
ment teh Cina, If it does not form a part of the treaty which we trust 
his lordship will soon nezotinte, we siall have to get up auotier war before 
-we have a chance of making ou b a stipula ion again; and as war is an ex- 
pensive mode of procuring a treaty, i will be much better to seize the pre- 
‘sont favourable opportunity, Let, then, the Chambers of Commerce urge 
«it en the Government, and les the Government instruct Lord Eljin, oo that 
the great chanee which now offers may not be thrown away, and ‘the 
inner land’ of China may become commercially kuown to the world.” 





























THE RED SEA CABLE. 


Much dis:ussioa has been promoted in and out of Parlia- 
“ment on the inoperative Red Sea Cable. The disappointment 
is great, aud, as usual, there are not wanting those who are 
ready at all times to condemn Government proceedings, and 
distract attention to the real difficultics. There are cnough of 
real grievances against Government without getting up unjust 
ones, The intended Rangoon and Singapore cable adds impor-

tance to the subject. These cables have been constructed on 
the same principle as those which are now satisfactorily working 
ip different parts to the extent of 3,000 miles. 

The fact is, that cable making is almost a monopoly, and 
those who have patents and interests alien from this monopoly 
are naturally anxious that the public and the Government 
should experimentalise in their own interests. In such a new 
and important science os telegraphy, many errors must be 
committed before certainty of success is attained, but nothing 
has yet transpired to dishearten one from ensuring success—on 
the contrary, every failure can be traced to imperfect manufac- 
ture, and that is a mechanical question which experience can 
alone overcome. A great advance has already been made in 
this direction, as the Rangoon cable tests very much better 
than the Red Sea Cable, just as the Red Sea Gable, when made, 
tested better than any cable manufactured up to that date. 

The contract for the Red Seca and Rangoon cables both were 
put up to competition. Messrs, R. S. Newall and Co. got the 
first, and Messrs. Glass, Elliott, and Co., the second ; aud they 
may be considered as the first and most competent houses. 
The class of cable for the Red Sea line was adopted after con 
sulting the late Mr. R. Stephenson, who approved of it. The 
Rangoon cable has been approved of by most of the engineers 
and electricians to whom it was submitted prior to being adopted 
by the Government. Both these cables are made on the 
same principle as every cable hitherto laid, via, a copper con- 
ductor, gutta-percha covering, and an iron shield on the out- 
side. Any other class of cable, if adopted, must be adopted as 
an untried experiment. The repairs of the Red Sea Cable are 
to continue upon the only section where any serious interrup- 
tion exists. ‘Those repairs are confined to the Dhalac bank, 
150 miles north of Perim, and are all in shallow water. Allthe 
faults are traceable tobad manufacture, and laying the cable too 
tight, and the contractor is responsible for them. It is an- 
nounced that} Messrs. Newall and, Co., the contractors, have 
entered legal procecdins against the Red Sea Company for the 
outstanding balance due them. The Rangoon and Singapore 
Cable will leave England in November in two steamers, which 
are building and fitting specially for the service. 

Mr. Lionel Gisborne and staff of electricians returned from 
their tour of inspection on the Red Sea Cable a few days since, 
aud we find the fullowing notice in the Malta Times, which con- 
firms our view, that the failure is owing to imperfect manufac- 
ture of the cable -— 

“Tn regard to the subject of insulation, the conclusion arrived at by the 
gentlemen appointed to report on the matter is said to be that the exterior of 
the cable, which is composed of eighteen iron wires, is of much too perishable 
amaterial, In this ca-ea twelvemonth has sutficed to destroy the whole 
number in a great many pleces, It is certa'n, however, that this occurs on 
the muddy bottom, and scarcely, if at all, cn the beds of cor.l. But, dis 
inct from this rapid deterioration, the cause that necessitates the underrun- 
ning and repair of the cable is emuall holes or faults in the gutta percha, Tne 
interior ring is formed of the seven copper wires in close contact with each 
other; the second circle is a first covering of gutta percha ; the out circle is 
the secon! and list covering of this material, wh ch is supposed to be suffi- 
cient to insure insulation. Notwithstanding th’s presumed compietness, it is 
conjectured that there has eccurred imperfect adhesion of the gutta percha, 
which is, during the manufacture, laid on in @ soft state, much in the same 
way as you would endeavour to cover a lead pen il wish narrow tape, apply- 
ing a spiral motion to the pencil. The consequence bas been that the elec- 
trie currents have increased these faults until they allowed the electrie fluid 
to escape laterally through the gutts percha, With respect t» this imperfec- 
tion, the cominittee are of opinion that a great-r numb:r of layers must be 
applied to the manufacture of such cables, and perliaps copper wires outside 
to maintain the strength required to staud underrunning.” 


Mr. J. Macintosh makes the following comment :— 


“Permit mz to remark that the cables that have been laid were constructed 
upoa principles which answer very well across the Channel, or such like 
short lenzths ; but which. in long lengths, become perfectly ueeless. from the 
fact thut India rubber and gu ta perchn are absorb-nts, It is not the incor- 
porating tar or rosin with gutta percha, or in outer covering of such like 
soft materials, that will assist in rendering the core perfectly ingulated, bet 
by applying to the insulating material a pressure of seven or eight tous per 
inch at the time it is encased round the conductor, which consolidates the ia~ 
sulator and thoroughly closes up all pores, and, to ;revent abserption, a 
coating of collodion (which is known to be as impervious as glass) is appliod, 
without which no deepsea cable oan be thoroughly insulated, Jt remains 
to be seen what effects the application of this aystem will have upon the 
fature destinies of deep-sca telegraphy. ‘The old system is clearly proxed to 
be useless.” 


The Times bas the following in its City article :— 


“ A Government statement was made in the House of Lords that the 
Red Sea telegraph haa failed, ‘It has proved unserviceable, and there is 
little hope thit it will be repaired.’ ‘The Company by which this work was 
undertaken had a capital of £800,000, on which the British Government 
have guaranteed 44 per cent. interest for 60 youre free from all contingen- 
cies, Tnore is every prospect, therefore, that the payment wi 1 prove a dead 
loss to the country, Whether this disastrous conclusion is: to be attributed 
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toa total impos-ibility in the present state of telegraphic science of laying 
submarine cables, or to ignorance or misman.gement in this particular case, 
will, perhopa, be a c rtained when the evidence tak-n before the Telegraphic 
Commit'ee shall bz laid before the public. At presont it is reported that 
the Government continue in telegraphic matters gencrally to defer to the 
opinion of one or more of the parties originally connected with the promo- 
tion of the Red Sea line, and it is, therefore, to be assumed that they feel 
perfectly eatisfied. . If this conclusion is correct, there must be an end ofall 
submarine :ttemp’s until somo entirely new processes shall have been d'seo- 
vered. Among the pulic, however, a very strong impression exists that the 
operations hithert> have not been conducted with such strictness as to settle 
the question, and that if all the records of submarine telegraph eoutracts could 
be produced they would furnish information on that point of considerable value 
‘to the public service. Tat the d-rectors of the Red Sea Company indivi- 
dually have fairly exerted themsclves to conduct the enterprise in a satisfac. 
tory inann-r isat the same time generally beli-ved. The fault of select ng 
this costly line in preference to the land route by the Eapharates rests alto- 
gether wih the Government. They are now again commun‘cating with the 
Por:e on the ‘atter project, and no redress ha- been accorde| to the share- 
holders who were sacrificed, nor ia there any project of rapid progress under 
Turkish auspices. Meanwhile it sppearsd ubtful whether even the cable 
jzinally destined for Rulmow'h and Gibril:ar w ill be laid, as since prop ‘sed, 
betwen Singipore and Ringoon, ‘Two months bac’ it was intimated that 
if anything was to be done this season a promp! detemnination must te 
made. bu: Lord Wodehouse annou eed that the question is still ‘ under con- 
sideration,’ the Bed Sex failure having produc d complete discouragev:ent.” 


- The following letter has also appeared in The Times on the 
subject, and, we think, presents a most fair and rational view of 
the case :— 














“The highest authorities pronounced the cable selected and used by the 
Red Sea Telegravyh Company as, at that date, the most perfect which all 
all past experi-n ecould sug:est. Later experience shows that a modifica. 
tion of the cable is desi abe, and wiil be wtt:nded wit) greatly increased 
aultimate economy, 


© The chi-f caus» of the diffi -ulties in all telegraph calles appears to have 
been the supposed necessary us* of a heavy iron covering, cansi reased 
enst in construction, i s nery, in widercanning. lifting, and 
Fepniting ; in fact, at every atige entail ng augmen‘ed expense and risk, 
‘The early cabl's weighed several tons t> the mile, the Red Sea Cable barely 
one ton; and-the future € aracter of cable will probably not exceed one 
four:h of this, or, at most, such a weight as abull he sufficient for deep sub- 
mersion. 




















“ From the experience acquired in laying the Red Sea cable three import 
ant facta have been as-ertained—one, that under the existing state of the 
acience, the cistances between the stations should not exceed about 500 
miles ; second!y, that the iron coating is not ouly not indispensable, but that 
the add tions] cost and risks attending itare not compensated by the small 

* gervce it partially performs, and that it may with advantage be dispensed 
with; and. tuirdly, that wherever the copper conducting wie his been 
properly prot cted by the gutta-percha, or o:her insulating material, it has 
worked well, and has beeu unatlected by the corrosive action and other in- 
fluences which have destroyed the iron covering. Tne apprehension of 
ditticulties trom the coral rocks, originally urged a ainst the enterprise, has 
proved utterly uncounded, ‘The practic‘1 results of these facts, as applied

The capital remaining is »mple for all pw poses, and the application of the 
dest existing description of light cable—with or without a covering of pliait 
and heat-resisting materi 1, and dispensing with the iron coils—to repair the 
broken communication and connect th -se port‘o 3 of the original cable which 
emin perfect w.laccompl sh the o j-ct. The 1 ne on-e laid and working 
‘for one or two years would, it is now known, prove se re.nunerative 
‘that a second line would be requi-ite, by which tim> the improve- 
ment in cables may be considerable, ad the original tine would 
have well subserved its purpose, a3 a temporary work, to prove the value of 
sapid communication between England and Indiv and China. Let us not 
tbe a laughing-stuck to Kurope asa nation who desired the attainment of a 
great natio:al object and dared to attempt it, but, serred by unsubstantial 
shadows, ‘acked the resulution aud shiank from the perreverance necessary 
for its accomplishment. 




































Asone the many anomalies in the present war with the 
Celestials, we think the most striking one is the announcement 
which we noticed in our last, of a wager offered on the part of 
the Cotton Guild of Canton, for the sum of $50,C00—about 
£11,500 sterling—* that the allied forces would be again re- 
pulsed at the mouth of the Pciho.” Now, the Ciinese merchants 
seldom do'a foolish thing, especially in the betting way, on a 
scale of such magnitude. We conclude, therefore, that they have 

- been directed to do this by their Governmest, in the hope of 
deterring us from proceeding to the Peiho, From what we 
know of the arbitrary Government of China, there is nothing 
surprising in this piece of bombast ; but what will our readers 
think of the patriotism of our countrymen in Ciina, when we 
tell them that only $1,500 of this sum was taken up by Eng- 

- lishmen, while largeamounts have been taken by foreigners, who, it 
appears, have more confidence in the prowess of our arms 7 

Now there is something very extraordinary and not very 
cliccring in this little episode. What.can be the cause of this 














lack of confidence and spirit in Hong Kong and Canton, 
possessing wealthy communities of a decidedly sporting cha- 
raster, some of whose members think nothing of betting 
2500 on a horse or a boat ? ~The truc secret is want of confi- 
dence in our commanders, Our correspondents letter from Hong 
Kong, which was published in our issue of the 6th inst., fally 
explains this, as also the press of Hong Kong. The mal-admi- 
nistration of the transport servico, under charge of Admiral 
Hope, appears to have been most reprehensible. We feel eer- 
taiu that if Admiral Seymour had had charge of the expedition 
the bet would not have been unchallenged an hour.

The Englishman in China, . . Saunders, Otley, and Co. 
50, Conduit Street, Regcut Street, 1860.—We have read this 
book through, If there be any person living endowed with 
sufficient patience to follow our example, he will understand 
how well entitled we are to boast of so wondrous an achicve- 
ment. Our first feeling, on closing the volume, was one of 
astonishment; not, indeed, at the authorship, for we know that, 
even intelligent travellers often write very silly letters to their 
friends at home, more particularly when they indulge in con- 
stant references, as in the case before us, to “ the girl they’ve 
left behind them.” Nor, on the other hand, are we greatly 
surprised at “the compiler’s”” want of discretion in publishing 
these communications, for intimate friends are seldom the best 
judges of literary excellence ; but our wonder is great that pub- 
lishers of the high-standing and well-deserved repute of Messrs. 
Saunders, Otley, aud Co, should have permitted their names 
to appear on the title-page of so worthless a production. It 
would, speaking generally, be unjust to visit the sins of authors 
on their innocent publishers, especially when we are able to 
say, as we are now, that the mechanical part or “getting up” 
of the book is commendable, Indeed, if this work were only 
worthless, we would not blame the publishers, but we submit 
that as the author and compiler wisely withhold their names, 
some one is answerable for the misstatements and gross vul- 
garitics with which it abounds, Of the Freachisms, the collo- 
quial phraseology, the exquisite samples of Pidgin English, and 
the other beauties of style, we forbear to speak ; we will only 
say that. it is abundantly evident that although this English- 
mau, during his fowr years’ residence in China, learnt somo 
things ho ought not to have learnt, he did not mature his 
judgment, improve his taste, or add to his very scauty kuow- 
ledge of English composition. “|

Her Majesty's sloop El, 12, Commander H. Campion, which was paid 
off at Chatham, has been in commission upwards of four years, during whic 
period she has seen a great deal of active service both in China and in other 
distant parts of the world. 

Hornet, 17, screw sloop, Commander William B, Elphinstone, tested her 
speed at the measured mile, in Stckes Bay, on Tuesday. At the conclusion 
of the trial she came into harbour to prov. her compasses, take in stores, &c. 
It is supposed her destination is China. 

The Herald, 8, Captain Henry M. Denham, is ordered home fiom Syd- 
ney, and is to survey the lines of deep soundings for elestric cables mnd 
chronometiic distances, to be measured {rom Sydney to Timor, Singapore, 
Ceylon, Mauritius, Cape of Good lope. St. Helena, and Ascension. 

The Gibraliar, 101, was safely launched at Devonport, by Mr. Penke, 
master builder, in the presence of Rear-Admiral Sir Thomas Pasley, the 
‘French Ambassador and the Countess de Persigny, Lord Churston, and 
others. The ceremony of christening was perormed by Miss Rdg-cumbe, 
daughter of the Hon, George Edgecumbe. 

We hear, says the Army and Navy Gaz te, that Major-General Lockyer 
is likely to be succeeded in the Ceylon command by Colonel O'Brien, now 
assistant Quartermaster-General at the Horse Guards. Colonel O'Brien, 
although never engaged actively in the field, has rendered use‘ul service in 
almost every part of the globe, He is a capital linguist, an efficient ad- 
ministrator, and a popular officer. 

The cffi ers commanding Royal Artillery at the stations and in the dis- 
tricts concerned, will obain the sanction of the officers commanding the 
troops for the f-llowing removals of officers, viz. :—Lieut -Colonel Middleton, 
C.B., from India :o England ; Lieut. Colonel Gibbon, C.B., from India to

We have 
examined that pointon a former oceasion. But, aa ships must make the beat 
of a harbour, whether bad or good, thut fact does not enter into the present 
inquiry. It must have been p-rfectly notorious that veas: Is in Galle harbour 
required two bower anchors to make them safe, otherwise the rule would not 
be described as “ essentin'ly necessary,” nor would the practice have been 
adopted “ invariably.’ It isaleo clear, from the history of this very equa'l, 
that the practice is not only a prudent but an effectual one. The Fides, 
another vessel in port at the time, dragged an anchor just like the 3alalar, 
but as, unlike the Afalabar, she had two archors down, though she dragged 
one, she was brought us by the other, It the Afa‘abar, therefore, had 
had adopted a similar precaution, she might have hada similarescape. Two 
anchors were the rule of the port, and the vessel which obeyed the 
tule was saved. ‘Ihe Pen‘nsular and Oriental boats systematically 
disobey it, and now one of them is lost. They have succeeded, no doubt, 
in economising time and labour on many an occasion, but at last comes the 
unlikely chance, and a vessel in the forfeit.

Letters this morning from Point de Galle announce that the 
whole of the specie of the Malabar—about £280,000—has 
been recovered. The diving apparatus used was Heinke’s 
patent. 

The report of the Ottoman Bank, to be presented on the 
29th inst., states the available balance for the half year (in- 
cluding £1,343 brought from last account) to be £31,341, out 
of which £20,000 is recommended to be appropriated as a 








dividend, at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, leaving, after 
payment of income-tax, £10,154, to be carried forward. The 
profit from the issue of the Turkish Loan of 1858 is ascer- 
tained to have been £15,196, and this exceptional sum is to 
be added to the reserve, which will then bo raised to £63,196. 
The present accounts do not include any results from the Bey- 
rout branch, the disturbances in Syria having interfered with the 
receipt of the ordinary statement. The bank has subscribed 
£250 to tho fund for the relief of the sufferers in that pro- 
vinco, : 
The Agra Bank have declared an ad interim dividend of 
£2, 10s. per share for six months, to the 30th June, on 
accoynt of profits of the current year. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China, have declared a dividend of 5 per cent. for 
the half year ending 30th June last, payable to the share- 
holders on the London register on and after Friday, the 14th 
inst., and to the shareholders on the Bombay register three days 
after receipt of the outward mail of the 3rd proximo. ° 

It appears from the Parliamentary report that it is not the 
intention of Government to call for any tenders for the Aus- 
tralian service by the Panama route at present, nor are there 
any negotiations going forward having that object in view. 

The Money Market Review, in calling attention to the re- 
quirements of India and the probable bad crop, says :—“We ask 
our readers to put together these and a few other considera- 
tions which will readily occur to them at the present juucture, 
and to seo if they do not warrant our conclusion, which is— 
that the value of money is probably at its lowest point for the 
present year, and that there is a reasonabla prospect of a rise 
this autumn. We sce no grounds whatever for the slightest 
alarm, but a well-judged caution will probably be found 
useful.” 

THE CEYLON RAILWAY, 

We take the following from The Times :— 

“Lord Torrington has put forth come sug-estions on the vexed question of 
the Ceylon Railway. Seven or eight years ago the colony expected to get a 
line from Colombo to Kandy for a sum ranging from £800,000 to £1,200,000, 
and they gave a guarantee of 6 per cent. on the firat amount.and of 5 per cent. 
on the remainder. Subsequently it was alleged that £2,250,000 would be 
requisite, and £1,800,000 seems now to be the lowest total the directors 
contemplate, All has been confusion on the subject, and the colonists are 
inclined to protest against having any ralway whatever on such rainous 
terms. Lord Torrington believes that the great mistake has been in the 
route chosen, and that, instead of a line terminating among the Kandy 
mountains, which wou'd benefit only the coffee planters, the course should 
be to carry it from Colombo in a direction which, while it would admit of a 
branch towards Kandy, would form a trunk line across the island to the 
magnificent port of Trincomalee.”

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


Txa.—Since our last there have been two public sales, a small one on the 
10th, and one of nearly 29,000 packages on the 16th inst., of which 9,900 
were offered without reserve. The announcement of this sale of course 
checked business by private contrac’, and the little done showed prices to be 
in favour of the buyer. The result of the public sales was nbout 16,000 
packages sold, including the 9,900, without reserve, at the previous reduced 
rates. Since then the market has continued very dull, and any endeavour 
to effect large sales would still further lower prices. Ordinary to good com- 
mon Congou may be quoted at 1s. 1d. to le. 4d. per Ib., with large parcels 
offering out of recent arrivals, There is fair inquiry for medium sorts of 
green at and below 2s. per Ib. for immediate wants; the supply is, however, 
equal to the demand.
